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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . As a first note, you have requested a corrected filing receipt. I don't know if you have 
received it yet. Please let me know. From what I can see, it appears that you are not being given 
your foreign priority. It looks like you are trying to file a national stage application of a PCT 
case. In other words, a Rule 371 application. If this is the case, please let me know so that 
everything can be straightened out. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information 
submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(l) states, "the list may not be 
incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless 
the references have been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been 
considered. 

3. The references crossed out on the IDS were either not in English or not received 
(9306728.6). 

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) because 
reference character "2" has been used to designate both "valve" and "canal" (see [0020], A 
proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 
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Specification 

5. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, 'The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

6. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains legal phraseology. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

7. A substitute specification in proper idiomatic English and in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .52(a) and (b) is required. The substitute specification filed must be accompanied by a 
statement that it contains no new matter. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: it 
is neither anticipated nor obvious over the prior art of record to have a device for cleaning from 
dust and aerosols as claimed by Applicant in claim 1 . 

10. US 6,364,941 B2 to Liu et al. (Liu) discloses an electrostatic precipitator that has a 
corona discharge electrode, a precipitating electrode, means for flowing aerosols through the 
system, and an ultrasonic generator, but does not disclose a deflection electrode. 
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11. US 5,601,791 to Plaks et al. (Plaks) discloses an electrostatic precipitator comprising a 
discharge electrode, a collector electrode, and a corona forming electrode, but does not disclose a 
deflection electrode, electrode-generator, or means for aromatic or medical substances. 

12. US 5,215,558 to Moon discloses an electrical dust collector (claim 1) comprising 
accelerating units and ionizing wires, but there is no means for aromatic or medical substances. 

13. Modifying Liu, Plaks, or Moon to provide the missing limitations would require 
hindsight.
